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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In the AMENDMENT UNDER 37 CFR 1.111 dated 12/16/2003, Applicants have 
canceled claims 1-47, 56-59, and 61-90 and amended claims 48, 55, and 60. 



2. Claims 48, 55, and 60 are under consideration in this Office Action. 



3. Claims 48, 55, and 60 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests Applicants' invention which is directed toward a clover 
yellow vine virus Nuclear inclusion a protein consisting of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID 
NO: 2 and a glutathione reductase consisting of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 12. 

In the related case Serial No. 09/167,151 filed 10/6/1998, now US Patent 6,307,038, 
claims directed toward an isolated polynucleotide encoding a fusion protein comprising the 
clover yellow vine virus Nuclear inclusion a protein, a cleavage peptide recognizable by and 
cleavable by said clover yellow vine virus Nuclear inclusion a protein, and an exogenous 
polypeptide were allowed.
